Wilmington fell into the 
catchment area of the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center, (MVMHC) 
Previously. the town was served by 
the Solomon Mental Health Center in 
Lowell 

Wilmington in the past has funded 
WFC and SHARE, but the services of 
the Solomon Center were at no cost to 
Wilmington.

cents per capita. If that money is 
forthcoming, Mystic Valley’ will es- 
tablish an office ing@ijlmington. But 
even without the vmoney, Mystic 
Valley is still contracted by the state 
to serve Wilmington residents, in its 
offices in other towns 

If the money were to be voted, 
though, it could be at the expense of 
WFC and SHARE. 

The Tuesday night meeting was 
among 25 people representing WFC, 
SHARE, MVMHC, and the town 
Board of Health member James 
Durkee chaired the meeting 
Representatives of the three agencies 
gave summaries of the services their 
agencies provided. It was clear that 
despite some probably over-lapping, 
there were also some distinctly 
separate areas of service. 

The meeting lasted fpr about two 
hours. Among those pr@ent were Dr. 
Morton Newman, ector of 
MVMHC, Mitzi Wolff, presiflent of the 
board of WFC, and Douglas Murray, 
executive, director of SHARE. Also 
present were Scott Kent, a 
Wilmington resident active in 
SHARE, Ann Linehan, .Anna Lowe, 
Barbara Sullivan, a Wilmington resi- 
dent employed by the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Mental Health Region 3, Dr. 
John Marshall, Selectman Aldo Caira, 
Town Manager Sterling Morris, Mary 
Weich,. chief of administrative ser- 
vices for MVMHC, Dr. John Silvers, a 
member of the board of WFC. 

In expressing his support for 
SHARE and Wilmington Family 
Counseling, Dr. Homefield said he 
was satisfied with their past delivery 
of services. Homefield is involved 
with the mental health services ad- 
ministered under the Wilmington 
School Department. He said that the 
town should not rush into something 
new at this time 

Scott Kent said that the mental 
health services and needs should be 
looked at, to see if there were any 
gaps in the needs of the town. “We're 
going to have to look at this for a 
year,” he said. 

Mrs. Sullivan called on the Board of 
Health to do some creative thinking to 
allow all three agencies to receive 
funding and provide the full range of 
services. 

Newman said that if there aren't 
any unmet needs, then the community 
is unique 

Courtney then made a brief state- 
ment, pointing out the cutting off of 
some state funding for mental health 
services. That money would have to 
be made up, he said, in the budget. He 
said that Mystic Valley was coming in 
with promises, whereas the other 
agencies had come in with a record of 
past services. Courtney is a recent 
addition to the WFC Board of Direc- 
tors.

Fincom reviews articles 


Monday night was mini-town 
meeting night at the Wilmington 
Memorial Library as the Wilmington 
Finance Committee held a hearing on 
the warrant articles for the Annual 
Town Meeting to be held March 12 

The session is an annual one in 
which the Finance Committee solicits 
thoughts on the articles, prior to mak- 
ing its recommendations. Though not 
an indication of how the articles will 
turn out, the hearing gives an indica- 
tion of which ones will cause con- 
troversy 

During the course of the evening 
the Finance Committee reviewed the 
single article for the special town 
meeting to be held within the annual 
town meeting, held a hearing on the 
application for revenue sharing funds, 
and reviewed the warrant for the an- 
nual town meeting, including the 
budget, in brief form. 

A pair of articles with abundant 
ontroversy are Articles 21 and 22 
which would provide water for 
residents of Cook Hill. Article 21 asks 
for $26,000 by taxation. Article 22 has 
an identical price tag, but that money 
is to be raised under betterments 
Comments by Arnold Blake of the 
Board of Water Commissioners about 
the articles violating the cardinal 
principal of betterments brought a 
strong retort from Selectman Dan 
Gillis. Gillis said that he was astound- 
ed at Blake coming up with such com- 
ments. Blake said that he believed 
that there were more economical 
means of getting water on Cook Hill 
than by the main proposed 

Fincom member Arthur Spear said 
he thought someone should talk to the 
legal people on the articles. Were 
Cook Hill residents getting for nothing 
what others have paid for? 

George Boylen, chairman of the

A second Board of Appeals? 


Several years ago Wilmington 
an official map, which is sup- 
» oar to wipe out of existance 
“paper’’ streets, on which no homes 
have ever been built. Those paper 
‘streets were laid out by real estate 
developers many years ago, and have 
been on plans of land in Wilmington 
for years. 

‘There is a provision for appealing 
from such decisions. It is through a 
process of appeals, and it is described 
in Chapter 41, Section 81Z of the 
General Laws. That section has a 
special board of appeals, for official 
map purposes. 

Wilmington selectmen and Planning 
Board members have not seen eye to 
eye on the problem. 

Under Planning Board regulations 
all streets have to have certain 
widths, and other standards. Under 
the old plans no such standards exist. 
The planning board members, and 
other persons feel that it is unfair to 
allow homes to be built in areas which 
do not come up to the standards of the 
rest of town. 

Selectmen, or some of them, have 
compassion for people who own land 
in those areas. Sometimes those per- 
sons are members of local families. 
Such a situation can, and sometimes 
does become political 

One of the first cases involved a 
family in South Wilmington who own- 
ed a large tract of land. The family 
wished to give a houselot to a son-in- 
law. It could not, without construc- 
ting a street which conformed to plan- 
ning board regulations 

The selectmen constituted 
themselves a Board of Appeals, and 
considered the case, in a formal hear-

ing. Then they saw fit to issue a 
huilding permpit to-that son-in-law and 
his wife. 

Since then there have been more in- 
stances.’ In at least one case it 
amounted to an instance in which out- 
of-town people, who had owned the 
land for many years, circumvented 
the official map, and build homes off 
Winston Avenue. 

Each year, for several years, the 
Planning Board has had an article in 
the Town Meeting warrant to have an 
official map board of appeals voted. 
Each year the selectmen, acting as in- 
dividuals or as a board, have cir 
cumvented the voting of the article 
For planning board members the pase 
has become frustrating 

Monday night it sort of came to a 
tread, in the Finance Committee hear 
ing Article 26 of the warrant, this 
year, asks for the establishment of an 
official map board of appeals 

Perhaps this can be the same board 
as the regular Board of Appeals. This 
was a“question asked by the chair: 
man, Mr. MacDonald. 

It can most certainly be a different 
board, if the town should so choose. It 
does not have to have the same 
members as the regular Board of 
Appeals, which exists for the purpose 
of deciding zoning questions and 
rulings of the building inspector. 

There were selectmen who had each 
viewpoint Monday night. One who 
spoke was Mr. Miceli. He described 
the inconsistency, to a degree. of the 
present set-up. 

Another Who spoke was Mr. Boylen 
Boylen said he felt that the selectmen 
were qualified to ace as the board of 
appeals on official map cases

She said that she felt that the exper- 
tise of the members of WFC was be- 
ing ignored in town. Nobody on the 
board of WFC had been contacted by 
Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
to talk about the needs of the town, 
she said. She said that she felt that 
she did have something to offer 
“Mystic Valley approached everyone 
else in town but us,"’ Mrs. Wolfe said 

Dr. John Silvers, also a member of 
the board of WFC said that as a town 
resident, he had no real interest in the 
continuing of Wilmington Family 


Counseling Services, per se, but he 
wants to see the town get the most for 
its money. 
He said that WFC is paid on a per 
case basis. Mystic Valley proposes to 
give the town a secretary and two 
social workers to refer patients to 
psychiatrists. 

Mrs. Anna Lowe of the WFC board 
said that of $17,000 budgeted for the 
family counseling service, only $14, 
000 was taken. She said that the ser- 
vice only charges for actual services 
rendered by psychiatrists. Any fees 
collected from patients by WFC were 
deducted from the money WFC 
receives from the town 

Members of the finance committee 
had a position paper from a 
Burlington group called Metropolitan 
Organization for a Regional Effort in 
Mental Health (MORE-MH). In much 
of its work, the group addressed itself 
to problems of minority residents of 
Woburn who are receiving less than 
their share of Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Center services. The MORE- 
MH paper used references to a report 
by federal officials which was critical 
of the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center delivery. 

The MORE-MH position paper call- 
ed the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center a ‘‘bureaucracy, traditional 
and somewhat unyielding."’ The 
paper then said 

“The recent attempt by the Center 
(Mystic Valley) to have the town of 
Wilmington withdraw $18,000 in an-

Zoning violations 


Zoning violations are generally an 
unpleasant subject. The communities 
of the Commonwealth have zoning 
codes, which are generally enforced 
by the building inspector. That 
gentleman has to do his duty, and it 
seems that people are always having 
to explain why they need a swimming 
pool in the back yard, or what that ex- 
tra building is doing, to either a board 
of appeals or somebody in the local 
court house 
There is a good case at the present 
time in Chelmsford, according to a 
new story in the Chelmsford 
Newsweekly 
Chairman Bill Murphy of the Board 
of Selectmen was issued a citation by 
the local building inspector, for an ex 
tra building on the lot of land where 


stands the Chelmsford Town Hall. It 
happened this way 

The old Middlesex Canal - which 175 
years ago ran from Boston to what is 
now Lowell, ran in part through the 
town of Chelmsford. There was a 
building in Chelmsford, from which 
canal tools were collected. That 
building still exists, and is by this 
time a somewhat historic object 

The old Canal Toll House had to be 
moved, for some reason or other. So. 
no where else being available, the 
selectmen had it put on the town hall 
lawn for a temporary resting place 

Then along came the Building 
Inspector! - - - 

Yes, Selectman Murphy will have it 
moved to some other place - but the

‘We look at it as a challenge, and it 
will be something of which the town 
will be proed.” 

There will be parking facilities. and 
probably 2 drive-up window, but at the 
present time nothing is being planned 
fer the second floor. The driveway 
from the back of Tewksbury Town 
Hall will be outside the bank property, 
aad there will be a small landstrip 
between it and the bank. 

Geary said the bank is purchasing a 
small bome located at the corner of 
Dewey and Main streets. The building 
ss w be razed. and the property added 


to the bank lot. This will give the bank 
an area of about 38,000 square feet, 
which is about 6,000 square feet short 
of an acre.. The zoning bylaw requires 
a variance to operate a business such 
as a bank on less than one acre of 
land. 

Maureen Kelley of the Historical 
Committee told the appeals board 
that her board had a great deal of em- 
pathy in its conversations with the 
bank, but she was not happy about los- 
ing the porch 

The porch, she said, is not a part of 
the original structure, but the 


“Georgian style gives the building a 
certain type of sophistication."” It 
was one which a Federal style 
building could not have, she declared 

The old tavern is at present a two 
family home, and is very much run 
down, according to the Building 
Inspector. 

The Andover Savings Bank at the 
present time has two branch offices in 
addition to the home office. The new 
office in Tewksbury will thus become 
its third branch office, Geary said.
